RUSS IS OBSTACLE 


The chief opposition to the confer- 


ence's 
successful 
progress 
has 


developed from the Russian delega- 
tion. 
Tchitcherin, 
as 
predicted, is 


proving tho stumbling block. 


Lloyd George, however, 
with the 


cordial support of Italy, 
which is 


willing to sacrifice everything for the 
success of the conference, has won 
over the French by his firm stand 
against Russian proposals and bids 
fair to bring the conference through 
with sufficient success to warrant its 
existence.

BASIS FOB ARGUMENT 


2. The Cannes resolutions have sur- 


vived the initial test and the confer-' 
encc now has an established basis for 
its deliberations. 


3. The intangible yet fearful ques- 


tion of the probable behavior of

Russian representatives has been sat- 
eherin's gracious

When the 


Russian leader crossed swords with 
Louis Barthou nt the opening session 
and later demanded withdrawn!

formed the state department that she 
is ready to begin immediate negotia- 
tions looking toward the refunding of 
the $11.000.000.000 allied debts to the 
United States, it was learned officially 
here Wednesday. 


The other debtor nations will not 


cause any delay in the. negotiations. 
Assurances to this effect have already 
been received from France, Belgium 
and Italy, it was said. 


Great Britain's commission is 
ex- 


pected to arrive here within a month, 
closely followed 
by the representa- 


tives of the. other nations. 


Indications 
are 
that 
the 
United 


States and Great Britain—the two big 
credit nations—will stand together in 
the negotiations against any moves of 
France or any other power toward a 
cancellation of the debts. Both gov- 
ernments, however, will grant liberal 
! terms for payment. Great Britain al- 
ready has served 
notice on France 


that she expects payment of all the 
French Britsh obligations. Much of the 
four billion dollars loaned by the Unit- 
ed States to Britain was reloaned to 


i other countries.

The decision of the stale supreme court 


in 1!ie Kodd oaso is one of the most, im- 
portant handed down-by that tribunal in 
the last g-eneration. 
The issue involved 


went to the foundation of government, for 
it was concerned with the administration 
of the law in the protection of life, pro- 
perty and civil rights. Indeed, it went 
farther than this. 
It had to do with the 


cflicary and si ability of the courts them- 
selves. 


AVith one dissenting voice, the court 


holds that the governor does not possess 
the power to pardon in eases of civil con- 
tempt, and that the case at bar is civil, not 
criminal. That is the decision in a nutshell. 
Although the opinion is of considerable 
length, the conclusions reached are so ob- 
•\iously sound and just that they need 
little argument to sustain them. 


The hi&tory of this case is well known. 


The circuit judge of Oneida county im- 


v prisoned a man named Christ in the coun- 


ty jail for contempt. 
Christ's 
offense 


•Avas that he had violated an order of the 
court issued to protect property during 
a strike. Shortly before his sentence ex- 
pired. Governor Blaiue pardoned him for 
the evident purpose of raising an issue 
that would appeal to the radical element 
of the state. 
Sheriff Kodd on the instruc- 


tion of the circuit judge refused to obey 
tlie governor's order for the release of 
Christ and }Ir. Elaine thereupon ordered 
the removal of the sheriff and appointed 
a successor. None of these orders were 
respected by the authorities of Oneida 
county and the controversy was trans- 
ferred to the supreme court "on writ of 
ccrtiorari. 
Governor Blainc 
issued a, 


pamphlet on the subject presenting his 
side of the dispute in detail, which he dis- 
tributed broadcast. 


So far a& the collision between Biaine 


a.nd the authorities of Oneida county is 
concerned, flic supreme court's decision 
is a complete victory for the latter. Sher- 
iff Uodd's refusal to release his prisoner 
and his right to continue in office are up- 
held. 
While there is criticism of the cir- 


cuit judge's conduct, his powers and his 
orders in the contempt proceeding are 
confirmed. 


Over and above the immediate issues. 


"was the question of the power of courts 
in dealing \wiih civil contempt. 
Deter- 


mination of this principle was of far reach- 
ing consequence. Had the position taken 
Tiy Governor Blame, been affirmed, 
it, 


• Avould have made it possible for tin- cxecn- 
' tive branch of the state to nullify at will 
orders of courts issued t« compel respect 
for their constitutional authority. Any in- 
dividual could with impunity defy ;i court 
by refusing to testify or by violating an 
order essential to the preservation, of law. 
the administration of justice, and the se- 
curity of life and property. 
It would 


have made our courts impotent in the dis- 
charge of their ordinary functions, provid- 
ed only there happened to be in the gov- 
ernor's office a man with some social or 
political grievance to satisfy or some radi- 
cal policy in conflict Avithouf settled insti- 
tutions to advance. 


This is precisely what happened in Gov- 


ernor Blaine's attempted interference, in 
the punishment of Christ. He wanted to 
assert an authority the exercise of which 
Avould destroy the power of the courts in 
injunction and other proceedings designed 
to maintain law and order and safeguard 
civil rights. 
It. was a bid for altogether 


vicious 
and 
subversive 
power. 
Mr. 


Blaine'.s course in this incident alone uent 
far to stamp him as a dangerous executive, 
ilts result was to ally him with thai •»(,- 
cialistic and radical element in \Viscon.sin 
"which is seeking to undo our state, govern- 
ment and to outdo even North Dakota in 
.the setting up of un-American doctrines. 


Mr. Blaine, lias been going at, a rapid 


pace of late in his appeal to this element. 
TTis extreme proposals to the special Se«. 


of the legislature needlessly call-d. 


and his prostitution of the courts to po- 
litical ends in the appointment of Mr. 
Crowuliart to the supreme bench as well as 
in circuit court appointments, are appar- 
ently a part of a set purpose to turn Wis- 
consin over to fanatics. By reason of his 
wild and irresponsible course during the 
last six months Governor Blaiue stands 
discredited before the solid citizenship of 
Wisconsin. Iteeent election returns have 
added to his discomfiture, and the decision, 
of the supreme court in the Kodd case is 
not only a blow to his personal vanity, but 
to his political prestige and his socialistic 
program. 


DE VALERA OPPOSES FREE STATE 


Eamonn DeValera is fomenting the sort 


of discord in Ireland that may not only 
unsettle the Irish Free State before itws 
established, but cause a gravf revolution. 
In an address delivered in Kingstown. Mr. 
DeValera declared that setting up the pro- 
vincial government was illegal action, 
"and 1 say further that the government 
will not function." 


To what end will the situation tend'' 


If Mr. DeValera and his friends persist, in 
defying1 the new government what will-be 
the probable results? 


At best, there will be a bitter devision 


between the people, a division that would 
practically prohibit the formation of any 
government. 
The opposition Avill engen- 


der indifference and possibly anta.gonism 
to Irish interests among friends in the 
United States a.nd all the British domin- 
ions and colonies. AVprst of all. it may 
lead to revolution, and then not only Eng- 
land, but the dominions forming the em- 
pire, would support the Irish Free State. 


Every impartial observer of events in 


Ireland, every well-wisher of the Irish 
people, can hardly fail to view with ap- 
prehension and regret the course being 
pursued by DeValera. If this radical 
leader could see himself as others sec him 
he might realize that he is heading Irela.nd 
toward ruin rather than redemption. 
There can be no question but what the 
solemn, sober-thinking people of Ireland 
are overwhelmingly for the Free State. So 
are their most intelligent and patriotic 
leaders. 


DeValera cannot possibly hope to suc- 


ceed in forcing his will and his extreme 
views on not merely Ireland aloue. but 
the British empire as well. He has not a 
ghost of a chance to succeed, and it is 
probably not for Ireland's welfare that he 
should succeed. Every rational interpre- 
tation of the agreement reached ' with 
Great Britain is to the effect that it was a 
political triumph for Ireland and a sane 
and sound solution of its problems of gov- 
ernment. The impression that one gels at 
a distance is that DeValera 
is ruimiug 


Avild and striking blindly.

WHATS WRONG IN ITALY 


Milan. — The following, from IL 


SECOLO, analyzes some of Italy's 
troubles: 


" 'All knots get combed out,' says 


the proverb. But what is the cause 
of all these unusual difficulties in an 
operation so usual as the change of 
ministry? It is the fruit, now matured, 
of an illusion with which the ruling 
classes let themselves be deceived a 
year ago. 


"Let us recall the facts. When there 


was so much unrest among the peo- 
ple, three years ago in the town and in 
the country, from one end of the pc- 
»insular to the other, the Nltti min- 
istry upheld the method of letting 
things go. The rulers imagined that 
t ho unrest would calm down if the 
masses were allowed to give vent to 
their feelings. In vast districts the 
penal and civil code were suspended, 
if not abolished. 


"The Giolitti ministry, which suc- 


ceeded the Nitti Ministry in 1920, did 
not -change the methods of its pre- 
decessor. Disorder increased 
every- 


where and culminated in the occupa- 
tion of the factories and states. But 
when private interests thus became 
threatened, and the patriotic senti- 
ment offended, reaction was the nat- 
ural result. Tho fascist! who had un- 
til then kept to the country, now 
burst forth in the midst of the re- 
volting masses. 


"The government ought to 
have 


understood then that the country was 
impatient and anxious to do its duty 
and to return to law and order. In- 
stead of which it clung to the belief 
that by letting the revolution and the 
counter-revolution fight it out without 
interference, order would in the end 
be reestablished, and the government 
would have been cunning if it had 
not been childish. Almost every page 
of history teaches that private 
vio- 


lence, instead of quelling disorder, on- 
ly arouses it, that where the force 
of the law is, or scorns powerless, -the 
violence of 
unrestrained 
infuriated 


factions becomes still more exasperat- 
ed at tho reciprocal shock. By aban- 
doning the revolutionary socialists to 
the blows of the fascist!, the govern- 
ment very soon had two revolutionary 
movements on its shoulders instead 
of one. It happened as was to be ex- 
pected, the fascist!, left to themselves, 
committed all sorts of outrages. 


"A year ago, I wrote tho same thine 


in th;s paper; but also spoke to deaf 
ears. 
The government continued its 


Machiavellian plan; and was helped 
by ono of those psychoses which some 
times takes possession of the impres- 
sionable minds of our ruling classes. 
Who doos not remember the excite- 
hiont thut reigned last year in the 
drawing rooms and in tho schools in 
Italy? Everybody w:,s convinced that 
a few hundred squadrons of young 
men armed with sticsks were going 
to subdue the revolution and give 
universal suffrage. 


"Thus it happened that much blood 


was shod and universal suffrage was 
invited to change its mind. As uni- 
versal suffrage, however, 
did 
not 


agree to /his. it was easy to foresee 
what happened. The government, bad 
to contend with two revolutionary 
movements instead of ono. 


"Tho difficulties which the govern- 


ment had to face after tho elections 
were very groat. It seemed quite evi- 
dent that the socialists, 
recovered 


from Iho first surprise, wore \prepar- 
ing to profit by the situation; and that 
if the two parties woro to bo loft to 
fight it out Italy would bo devastat- 
ed by a horrible civil war. So the gov- 
ernment was obliged to intervene, for 
fear of being cursed and abandoned 
by all. 


"But it was not. easy for a. govern- 


ment to return to duty, after having 
abandoned it for so long. It had not 
tho heart to openly affront tho so- 
cialists after having tolerated them 
for so long, especially when they wore 
just a.s numerous and hostile after the 
elections in Parliament. But it was 
also impossible to lie weak with the 
socialists and punish the fasciti! No- 
body dared to attack the fascist! after 
having encouraged thorn and praised 
thorn as tho saviors of their country. 
Tho government found itself bound al- 
most by a tacit complicity with tne 
two parties, which however 
hated 


each other as the bitterest enemies. 
It ought to have fought against-both 
of them, and used one against 
the 


other. 


"This was the state of affairs which 


Oiolitti loft to his successor, smiling 
as ho retired. Bonomo has tried to 
solvo tho problem as best ho could. 
It cannot be said that he has done 
miracles: but it would be unjust to 
forgot that his two predecessors are 
largely responsible for his mistake's. 
It is certain also that the great diffi- 
culties together with the increasing 
disorder in public wealth, have been 
detrimental to his government and 
will bo so to any future govornmcnta 
as long as the Italian state doeti not 
return to tho broad road of common 
sense, justice and reason. 


"If a change is renlly to be made, 


peace must he reestablished and tho 
waste of public wealth must cease. 
Tf'not. nil that is,said is useless, the 
bridge that is cracked will fall on 
tho heads of those who speak and 
those who listen."

real causes of these two maladies lie 
in the eyes and ears! 


Sea-sickness is usually duo to the 


effect of the long rolls of the waves 
on the spirit level of the human body. 


This spirit level is a peculiar little 


apparatus which determines 
your 


balance. 
It is located in the internal 


ear and is a series of 
semi-circular 


canals filled with a jelly-like fluid. 


Tho movements of a ship on the 


surface of the ocean make unaccus- 
tomed demands on this organ and 
you get sea-sick. 
You can ~get the 


same feeling of dizziness to a cer- 
tain extent by turning around rapidly 
a number of times. 


The same factors apply sometimes 


in producing car-sickness, though it 
is oftener tho result of a weak stom- 
ach or eye strain. 


It is a customary thing1 in riding 


a car to read or to watch the rapidly 
shifting scenery. 
In such cases you 


arc constantly calling on your eyes 
to change their focus or 
direction. 


Such strain, hardly noticeable ordi- 


nW 
narily, becomes decidedly unpleasai 
and reacts upon the nervous system 
^nd frequently affects the stomach in 
its process of digestion. 


Sea-sickness is more 
pronounced 


than car-sickness because tho irrita- 
tion is so long-continued. 
A sea-sick 


person becomes green* 
and 
almost 


transparent in appearance. 


After one gets accustomed to the 


difference in balance, however, he us- 
ually becomes immune to further at- 
tack of this ailment. 


In 
persistent 
carsickness' 
one 


should have his eyes examined. 


The muscles of the eye may 
be 


faulty and glasses may be necessary. 
Kven though tho visual power may 
be good, there may be bad muscle 
adjustment. 
Should the eyes prove 


all right, then the ears should be ex- 
amined.

is very seldom "on center."

"Tt has been known for nearl5r -10 


years that the position of the axis 
of the earth shifts a little." clcclare-1 
Dr. Campbell. 
"The shift is slow 


and continual. 
Jf wp could station 


ourselves at the north pole and ae- 
tially see the point where the end of 
the (imaginary) axis of rotation comes 
to the surface, wo should find in the 
course of decades and centures that 
this point 
is 
constantly 
moving 


around, irregularly, within a. circular 
area of about GO or 65 feet in diamet- 
er. 
Its avr.ra.pc location would ho 


the center of the circle; once in everv 
decade or two the end nf the rotation 
axis would be close to the center. But 
a few years Inter it wouM be as mu-'h 
as 20 feet from the center 
of 
the 


circle.
